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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . Claims 1-20 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

Claim 1 is allowable for at least the reason, "means for detecting said imaged 
data page, said detecting means comprising detector elements having a second size in 
said direction, said second size being larger than said first size, and displacement 
means for displacing the imaged data page in said direction with respect to the 
detecting means so as to scan said imaged data page" as set forth in the claimed 
combination. Claims 2-4 and 9-15 are allowable due to their dependence on claim 1 . 

Claim 5 is allowable for at least the reason, "after each displacing act, measuring 
the output of at least one detector element having a second size in said direction, said 
second size being larger than said first size, the method further comprising a step of 
size; and retrieving the data page from said measurements" as set forth in the claimed 
combination. Claims 6-8 and 16-20 are allowable due to their dependence on claim 5.
